The Section 110 Grant is used by the Office of Vocational Rehabilitation and the Office of Vocational Rehabilitation
for the Blind and isthe Basic Support Grant from the Department of Education established for the rehabilitation of
disabled Mississippians. Unfortunately, the number of disabled individualsin our state, along with the costs
associated with rehabilitating them, isincreasing on an annual basis. To account for these increases, the Federal
Government allows for an increase in the Section 110 funds it makes available each year. Therefore, we are
requesting an increase of $1,729,250 in FY 2016 appropriations for the Office of Vocational Rehabilitation -
$396,863 of which would be General Fund appropriations and $1,332,387 of which would be Special Fund authority.
These funds will be utilized to cover the requested realignment package for our agency specific PINs. It will also be
utilized to cover the higher match rate related to two of our training grants which will be rolled into our Section 110
grant effective 2016.

(E) Changesin Reauthorization:

Congress reauthorized the Rehab Act in July 2014. Asaresult, changes were made in our two of our federal grants.
Thefirst, the In-Service Training grant will be absorbed into the Basic Support Grant. This change will result in a
need for an additional $28,553 in General Funds due to this change changed the state match rate from 10% to 21.3%.
Secondly, the change in Rehab Act resulted in half of the Supported Employment grant will require a 10% state
match. This grant was traditionally 100% federally funded.

The majority of the state funding associated with this appropriation unit is used to match the Section 110 federal
grant which hasa21.3% match rate. Therefore, a cut of $244,465 would result in aloss of $903,258 in federal
funds and a total loss to the OVR program of $1,147,723. The Section 110 program contains a Maintenance of Effort
(MOE) requirement regarding the level of state funds utilized each year. A loss of state funding in this
appropriation unit would result in our agency being out of compliance asit relatesto MOE. Thiswould not only
affect our current federal grant. 1t would also impact our grant each year in the future as the MOE requirement
would reduce our grant base from FY 2016 forward.

In addition to the loss of federal funds, this reduced level of funding could require the agency to reduce its Subsidies,
Loans, and Grantslinein thisappropriation unit, which impacts the funding we spend on our clients throughout the
State of Mississippi.
